REVEREND  SHAW 
SPEAKS  IN 
ASSEMBLY

us  recently  the  Reverend  Robert 
Shaw,  Rector  of  St.  George’s 
Parish  Church.  Episcopal.  Mr. 
Shaw  spoke  on  prayer;  its  useful- 
ness. and  our  approach  to  God. 

He  gave  four  ways  to  pray: 

1.  Pray  receptively,  using  “not 
my  will  but  thine  be  done”  as 
your  basis. 

2.  Pray  affirmatively  with  a 
goal  before  you. 

3.  Be  watchful,  for  prayer  can 
be  dangerous.  One’s  closeness  to 
God  can  be  highly  dangerous  be- 
cause of  the  power  of  the  Infinite. 
When  Bishop  Latimer,  co-found- 
er of  the  Anglican  Communion, 
was  led  to  his  death  at  the  stake 
for  heresy,  he  said,  “Toaay  we 
light  such  a candle  in  England 
that  it  shall  never  be  snuffed." 

4.  Pray  constantly  without  ceas- 
ing. No  one  can  make  a friend 
just  by  nodding;  therefore  we 
must  speak  earnestly  and  often 
to  Our  Father,  God. 

He  closed  his  talk  with  a story 
of  the  English  seaman,  Billy 
Hicks,  who  was  close  to  God  in 
a storm.
